COFFEE COUNTY SINCE 
YEAR 1923, 


(By Judge J. A, Carnley) 
It is in no spirit of boasting, but 


with sinevere pride, that T give here a 
brief account of road building in Cof+ 
foo county duping the past four yerrs, 
It must be remembered that Coffee 
county was lite ia undertaking any 
road building pregvam. 


In 1928 the county faced a broken 


road and bridge funds, There were 
outstanding unpaid county warrants 
in the very large sum of $76,000.00, 
and $10,000.00 overdue counts bonds, 
Besides this, there was a bon led debt 
of $100,000.00 which had been issued 
in 1912 for building roads, What 
could be done? 


The county commissioners, namely: 


J. T, Eagerton, D. F. Wilks, A. B, 
Wise and N. M. Johnson, were willing: 
and ready to serve the people of the 
county and to inaugurate a road 
building program The questior, with 
the new administration was: What 
can be done? The commissioners 
made an order to rent the road mules 
till August 1, 19238, and on August 1, 


1928, one road crew was organized 


and put to work under the efficifnt 
lead of J. S. Watts. Work was bégun 
on the Elba-Victoria road, then impos- 
sible of travel. In November, 1828, 
the county purchased mules for a see- 
ond mule erew and started work on 
the Elba-Kinston road, It was soon 
observed that building graded roads 
with mule erews only was a life-time 


job. 

It was in January, 1924, at Enter- 
prise, that a forward step was taken, 
While in session at Enterprise, a del- 
egation of enterprising citizens of the 
County Line--Keyton communities 
came before the court and petitioned 
the court to grade the County Line- 
Enterprise road. Well, we promised. 
We had nothing to build with, but we 
said we would do it. It happened 
that Yancey Brothers, of Atlanta, had 
with us that day a representative, one 
Mr. Crow, and we made an arrange- 
ment with him to ship to Coffee coun- 
ty a big ten-ton caterpillar tractor, a 
Holt tractor, and we borrowed from 
Judge I. F. Sessions, of Ozark, a No. 
12 Adams grader. The plan was to 
let Yancey Brothers pay the freight, 
pay for the gasoline and furnish a 
man to grade six miles of road to 
demonstrate the tractor-yrader outfit. 
The county did not order a grader 
until it was satisfied that the Holt 
tractor was a success, 

Accordingly, arrangements were 
made with the good people of County 
Line and Keyton communities to fur- 
nish the right-of-way and to open it: 
to pull the stumps and trees and move 
the fences and other obstructions at 
their own, and not the county's ex- 
pense. It was a safe proposition for 
the county. There was nothing to 
lose, but six miles of graded road 
to gain. 

It was rather amusing when these 
peonle were called on to give and 
open the right of way. They asked: 
“How are you going to build this 
road?” They were told that this was 
a matter for the county to solve, and 
they were assured that work would 
begin before “erops were planted.” 
It was incredible. How could these 
people afford to open a right of way 
through their fields and farms and 
lose a crop waiting for the county to 
do the impossible? But, within a few 
days there arrived at Enterprise a 
nonster caterpillar tractor. It was 
unloaded, and it bellowed off down 
the road towards Keyton. All eyes 
were open, watching with wondering 
amazement 

The first dirt broken was at Keyton. 


The first day about one-half mile of 


pretty, wide road was graded.

and saw the “rip-snorting’’ machine 
coming up the road. They then got 
busy and moved fences, cut trees, 
moved stumps, and finally procured a 
stump puller and opened the necessa- 
ry right of way. These good citizens 
followed the example set by the peo- 
ple between Enterprise and County 
Line. They gave their land; they 
gave their labor; they gave their en- 
thusiasm. Men, women and children 
flocked to see what Wis going on. 
The road was finished, and Coffee had 
started with 20 miles of graded roads 
to her credit. 

This beginning was founded upon 
faith, spurred on by the enthusiasm 
of a patriotic and co-operating people. 
The sound went out through the coun- 
ty. Every community was aroused 
and delegation after delegation came 
before the court of county commis- 
sioners, and soon hundreds of milés of 
rights of way for graded roads, were 
ready for the tractor-vrader outfit. 

The next step of the court was to 
purchase a second ten-ton Holt trac- 
tor and a big grader machine. These 
cost big money, $8,400.00 for each 
grading outfit, or $17,000.00 in 
round numbers for the two. The next 
problem was to get men who knew 
how to operate these big outfits. The 
ordinary Ford mechanic did not know. 
It took time, patience and persever- 
ance, as well as “grit, grace and green 
back” to get on and stay on the job. 
No such undertaking had succeeded 
before in this section of the state. 
But in April, 1924, the county had 
two bie road grading outfits, and 
more road rights of way ready than 
could be reached. Never has any 
county had such a fine road spirit. 
These big engines inspired the people 
every-where with red hot enthusiasm 
and hearty co-operation. 

During the year 1924° these two 
erading outfits graded 100 miles of 
road. Tt did not take bie money to 
do this. The county had no big money 
for road building. The masoline taxes 
merely supplemented the read and 
bridge funds, and the two mule crews 
with thirty-two mule mules, had to be 
paid, ineluding road eauipment for 
the crews It will be remembered 
that during the year 1924 the appor 
tionment of gasoline taxes to ‘the 
county was very small, From th 
road and bridge funds came all ex 
nenses of bridge building and repair 
It was necessary to follow a policy of 
the strictest economy in road building

All these 
roads are not completed; could not be. 
It is necessary to follow up the big 
niachines with mule crew work. The 
swamps and many other places will 
not furnish the materials sufficient 
for good roads, and the mule crews 
must come along and haul the clay 
and the sand and make the fills and 
surface the roads. Much of this has 
been accomplished, but there is much 
yet to do. 

It has taken much money to pur- 
chase tractors, graders, slip seranes 
and wheelers. The first two Holt 
tractors have ceased to sound, one 
wars parked and the other traded in 
on a second Thirty Best tractor. A 
seconi Sixty Best tractor has been 
nurehased and in all six bie graders 
have been purchased, and two No. 10 
eraders. Besides this, the county has 


purehased six other graders, ineluding 


two Wehr one-man grading outfits 


for maintenance work.
